being sent with his family to Y'era 
Cruz, where they will be given the 
choice of outgoing vessels.

emissary of Madero in the negotia­ 
tions for an arm istice Sunday, has 
been arrested.

into their plan.

Washington, Feb. 19.— W ith the gov­ 
ernment of President Francisco I. Ma­ 
dero fallen and

Huerta proclaimed president of Mexi­ 
co it devolves upon Am erican Ambas­ 
sador Henry Lane W ilson at once to 
treat with the de facto Mexican gov­ 
ernment for the protection of Am eri­ 
cans throughout the republic. 
Political recognition of the govern­ 
ment, which emerged out of the tra­ 
vail through vehich Mexico has passed 
during the last two years, will be a 
slower proceeding. 
But with several 
Am ericans killed, many wounded from 
the bullets of the contending forces in 
Mexico City and thousands rendered 
homeless because of the slaughter and 
carnage which have resulted from the 
flriug in the streets of the city, Mr. 
W ilson's first duty will be to treat 
with the new president for ameliora­ 
tion of the conditions imposed upon 
Am ericans and other foreigners, es­ 
pecially since the revolution entered 
its last stages. 
W hile this government w ill take no 
concern over the choice of a succes­ 
sor to President Madero such a sue- 
I cessor will have to demonstrate his

I ment before political recognition will

RAIL HEADS AGREE 
TO ARBITRATION 


Immi nent Danger of Fi remen's 


Stri ke Is Averted. 


New York. Feb. 19. 
The imminent 
danger of a strike of 35,000 locomotive 
firemen, tying up fifty-four Eastern 
railroads, was averted by the consent 
ot the railroad managers to arbitrate 
the controversy under the federal Erd- 
man act. 
The news was taken to the 
representatives of the firemen’s broth­ 
erhood by Judge M artin A Knapp of 
the commerce court and Acting Com­ 
missioner of Labor Hanger, the gov­ 
ernment mediators, who had for days 
been working to bring the disputing 
parties together. 
The firemen held out for arbitration 
under the Erdrnan act, which provides 


disinterested standing. 
Tbe railroads 
had opposed such means of arbitra­ 
tion. claiming that the act gave the 
third 
arbitrator entire control over 
the proceedings, thus putting too much 
responsibility in the hands of one man. 


SUFFRAGISTS AT WILMINGTON 


Pilgrim Band Is Footsore and Nearly 
Exhausted. 


Wilm ington. Del., Feb. 19.— Footsore 
and nearly exhausted from the effects 
of their week’s tramp the little band 
of pilgrims hound from New York to 
Washington dragged themselves into 
Wilm ington with undlmlnlshed ranks, 
although "Colonel” Craft, the last to 
arrive, has a seriously injured ankle 
and walked the last few miles on pure 
nerve.

Pay Under New Salary Starts Febru 
ary 5—Arguments Heard on

The salary of the sheriff has been 
set at $1,800 annually and Fred Reid 
was successful in appealing for an in­ 
crease of salary. 
He objected to the 
amount allowed by the board of coun­ 
ty commissioners and appealed to ‘he 
district court. Judge W. S. McClena­ 
han hearing the m atter in chambers 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The commissioners were represen­ 
ted by County Attorney G. S. Swan­ 
son. 
The sheriff had Alderman & 
Clark as his attorneys. 
Mr. Reid had served four years at 
an annual salary of $1,200. 
At the 
January meeting the board of coun­ 
ty commissioners raised his salary to 
$1,400 a year. 
This figure did not 
suit Mr. Reid and he carried it to the 
courts as already indicated. 
He was 
backed by various affidavits to sup­ 
port his contention for an increase. 
He asserted th at he saved the coun­ 
ty much money by (keeping a team 
and making no charges for its use. 
The 
protest 
led 
by 
Chairman 
Erickson of the board of county com­ 
missioners, was to th e effect th a t 
$1,400 was a fair salary and th a t 
$1,800 was too high. 
In summing up the matter Judge 
McCleenahan said that conditions in 
Crow Wing county were gradually 
changing. 
A sheriff on the mining 
ranges was entitled to more pay than 
any other county officer. 
He took 
more risks. 
The pay of a sheriff in 
an agricultural county was less and 
should be less than that of a sheriff 
in a mining country. 
The sheriff’s 
office could not be compared with 
th a t of any other 
county 
officer. 
Within the last four or five years sev­ 
eral sheriffs had been killed In this 
judicial district while in the dis 
charge of their duties. 
One lost his 
life in Cass county and one in Bel- 
trami county. 
One was also badly 
wounded in the latter county. 
More was being asked of a sheriff 
in the mining country. 
He must be 
ready day or night to respond to a 
call. 
He must be a man of good 
Judgment and experience and capable 
of acting promptly and correctly in 
emergencies. 
As an instance 
the 
judge cited the strikes on the Mesaba 
range In Itasca county of which sit­ 
uation the sheriff of that county had 
full control and had hundreds of dep­ 
uties under him. 
Again at Duluth 
during the street car riots, the sher 
iff of St. Louis county was responsi 
hie for the preservation of order. 
Sheriff Reid’s pay under the new 
salary allowed dates from February 
S.
